Warden Bell has settled down in his 


new place, and things are now running 
smoothly at the State Prison. 
In his 


many duties he is ably assisted by 
Deputy Warden Coulter, Captain of the 
Guard Faranm and Lieutenant Joy. 
Charley Stoddard makes a thorough- 
going commissary. As is usually the 
case upon tho election of a new Warden, 
there has been a considerable degree of 
unrest among the prisoners, and the ef- 
forts nt escape that have been made, 
were the natural result.

The only protection at this

Immense quantities of sagebrush are 


used as fuel in the engine furnace aud 
iu other ways. This is a great saving 
to the State in the way of buying wood, 
the sagebrush being cut and hauled in 
entirely by convict labor. 


Half of the flour now used is made at 


Reno. 
At one time nothing but Sacra- 


mento flour would be received ot the 
State Prison, but the Nevada article is 
said to be about, if not quite, as good 
as any factured on the coast. I saw 
some bread made of it, and it was cer- 
tainly as fine as any to be found in any 
bakery iu the Slate. If, after u thor- 
ough trial, the Reno flour is found to be 
of uniform grade and excellence, as it 
appears to be, it will be used exclusively. 


The drinking water is pumped from a 


well on the premises by the steam pump 
before mentioned, and the water is milk 
when it first comes out of the ground. 
It is stored in barrels and tanks, and 
allowed to cool until it becomes potable. 
WardenJBell has on hand several tons of 
ice, a portion'of which was put up by 
his predecessor and a portion by him- 
self. 


I noted that when Warden Bell is go- 


ing hit) rounds occasionally spoke with 
gentleness to the prisoners, he main- 
tained that demeanor of authority which 
at all times inspires respect in those ad- 
dressed.
